Some Important Questions 


Let us change the subject. Let us 
think for a moment in terms of 
dairy cattle breeding. Are certain 
cow families more disease suscepti- 
ble or resistant than others? Are 
some cow families longer life pro- 
ducers than others? Are such traits 
of inheritance passed on in cattle 
from one generation to another in 
much the same manner as in hu- 
mans’ It's something to think 
about The belief is that such 
characteristics are transmitted from 
parent to offspring. Research data 
seems to support this fact 

If these assumptions are correct, 
should not cattle breeders then fig- 
ure in their selections and matings 
to breed for health and longer life? 
Perhaps if they did this, we would 
have less breeding troubles in the 
offspring. Also less acute mastitis, 
when udder soundness is made a 
point for selection. Perhaps we 
would have cows that would “stand 
up and take it” over more years of 
productive service—would not wear 
out so quickly 

The old-line life insurance 
panies after long experience of ac- 
human risks must know 
Inheritance is 
not being overlooked. Perhaps breed- 
ers of dairy cattle should be a 
little more discriminating, too, when 
they select for rearing their bulls 
and their heifers A few more 
questions about the longevity and 
health of the parents and grand- 
parents might well be asked.—C. G

Ball Point Ink Stains 


Grandmother's method for remov-

Although milk remains the best 
means for removing tains from 
reguiar ink, ordinary rubbing aico- 
hol does the best job of eliminating 
spots caused by the inks used in 
ball point pens 

This advice on how to solve a 
modern problem comes from Edna 
Callahan, extension clothing special- 
ist at O} State University. She 
iffers, however, a word of caution 
Rubbing alcohol will injure some 
types of rayon and also causes fad- 
ing in some dyes. Because of this, 
she recommends trying the rubbing 
alcohol on a hidden part of the gar- 
ment before attacking the stain. 


If full-strength alcohol damages 
either the color * fabric, a dilute 
solution—-1 part alcohol in two parts 


water—.may be tried. Although this 
will not take the stain out as rap- 
idly, it proves much safer for cer- 
tain fabrics.

ADVANCED LUMPY JAW 


I have a purebred Guernsey cow 
on my farm which had its first calf 
in January and promised to be a 
fairly good animal.

The local 
veterinarian has treated her with in- 
jections and what have you, but with 
no resulta. She is soom to have her 
second calf and the swelling on her 
jaw is getting worse. We are afraid 
we might lose her.
